The Quinnat salmon, Chinook, or 
king salmon, is the largest and finest 
of all the salmon of the Pacific coast. 
It is to be found along both coasts of 
the Pacific from ivionterey Bay, C ali­ 
fornia, ana China, north 
to 
Bering 
Straits. This fish'usually ascends the 
large streams only. 
Along our coast 
it is most abundant in the Sacram en­ 
to, Columbia and Yukon rivers. 
Members of the salmon and trout 
family are scaled fishes with a naked 
head and may be distinguished from 
most other fish by Hie possession ot 
an extra tin, called the adipose fin, lo­ 
cated between the dorsal fin and the 
tail. 
All the native salmon on the 
Pacific Coast have twelve 
or 
more 
rays in the anal tin and more than 
twelve hranehio-stegal rays on each 
side under the gilt covers. 
T.his particular salmon is noted for 
Us long migrations. 
Many 
go 
up 
stream 1000 miles. 
In 
Alaska 
they 
have been taken 2259 miles from the 
mouth of the Yukon. 
The Quinnat 
salmon feeds exclusively in salt wa­ 
ter and after about four years (some­ 
times only three*, it enters some large 
river and swims up stream 
to 
its 
headwaters. 
There are a few early 
salmon that begin running up the Sac­ 
ramento river in February. 
In May 


the maximum number is reached, and 
from then on the number decreases un­ 
til the next spring run. 
Those salmon 
which first enter the stream go the 
farthest lip, and those of the later run 
stop at 
lower points. 
From experi­ 
ments carried on with branded fish on 
the Sacram ento river, it was found 
that the fall salmon travel very slow­ 
ly. at a rate of only four or five miles 
a day. 
Many of Hie early spring salmon ar­ 
rive at the spawning ground from two 
to six weeks, or even longer, before 
they are ready to spawn. 
As spawn­ 
ing does not begin until the water 
reaches the 
temperature of 54

As the fish do not feed while 
! in fresh water the loss in weight is

j them remain hi fresh water till the 
; following winter. 
Very little is known as to the habits 
I of salinoli while in salt water. A few 
lare taken in some of the large bays,1 
, but. where the'fish spend the greater) 
part of the three or four years spent 
in the ocean no one seenis to know. 
This salmon has the greatest com­ 
mercial value of any fish known. More 
, money is represented in the salmon 
canning industry than is represented 
in a sim ilar industry dealing with any 
other fish.

It is said that the average 
weight in the Sacram ento

most exclusively by trolling with eith- 
, er a baited hook or a spoon hook. 
Although great numbers of salmon 
successfully 
reach 
the 
spawning 
grounds, the numbers have so decreas­ 
ed and the spawning grounds have be­ 
co m e so lim ited in extent that our 
supply would be far 
from 
sufficient 
were it not for the 
fish 
hatcheries, 
where millions of young fish are rear­ 
ed each year, and turned into 
our 
rivers. Young fish from the hatcheries 
are kept until they are old enough to 
properly care for themselves, and thus 
a greater number of them escape from 
: their enemies than do those reared in 
the mountain 
streams.

season >9i3, over 14.000,000 Quinnat 
'salm on fry were distributed from the

Sisson Hatchery. In the same hatch­ 
ery at me present 
time 
there 
are 
about 30,000,01)0 salmon fry, and m il­ 
lions of trout eggs are now being ob­ 
tained at the spawning stations. Great 
success has attended the efforts to 
artificially 
propagate 
this 
valuable 
food fish.
